A _.certain Indian Monk or ſecluſe, an ancient man living 
in achappel in toe I{land Calempluy which certain Portugals 
having robbed of no ſmall treaſure , they were by this o1d 
man ſharply reproved and adviſcd , if they would eſcape the juſt 
judgment of God , and find mercy and pardon of their fins , that their 
ſouls might not periſh eternally , toreſtore the ſpoyle they had taken a- 
way, to pray with tears for forgiveneſs, and as freelv to give almes as 
they would b:ftow eny thing wpon themſelves. Which they pro- 
miſled todo, but fearing leaſt their prey might be taken trom 
them , they asked him whether there were no arms upon 
> Mand : the old men replyed no, adding that all that would 
go tobeaven, ſtood more in need of patience to bear injuries, then arms 
80 revenge themſelves. See Ridderus his ſhamed Chriftian. 
Lucupang Emperor of China,tawght that it was the part of a great 
mind , to forgive injuries, and that the greatneſs of the mind never 
ſhines clearer then where opportunities of revenge are negl:Fed. Dem3- 
nax taught that we ought not to be wrath with offenders, but endea- 
vorr to become their amenders. to fin, ſaith he , is humane, but to 
emend the faxlis of others is the part of God, or of men miſt near unto 
bim. 
 Claudianus taught, that we ought to be ready to forgive offenders, 
of our own accord, and more ready to lay afide anger thn to ftirr it up, 
end not refnſe reconciliation with any that ſeek it.

him, and [pit in his face. IV berexpon the meek man only 4, fired 
the Magiſftrets to teach that man for the future to be more mannerly, 
And after he. was, through envv, thus * unjuſtly baniſhed , ſeing bis 
eomntrey in perill, ſecretly helped it againſt King X: rxes, being the chief 
accaſimn of that vifory, | 

Solon being bv one abuſed who ſpit in his face, nothing mo- 
ved therear, (aid, If a filher min, tocatch a ſmall fith, bear the ſea 
water, why ſhould not I to catch a man, bear th xs. 

Juſt (o Ariftippur, when having reproved Dionyſus, who
